large. One of the greatest barriers which

Iu other word>, of vice, vulgarity is the 
pioneer. Accustom any person to dwell 
in imagination upon dnubb entrmtrrs, 
fraught with dusky hints of obscenity, 
aud the ruin of that per?ou s moral sanity 
is, to that extent, an /nil ocMWpJft, Hence- 
forth, from indelicacy to vulgarity, from 
vulgarity to obscenity, and from obscenity 
to actual vice, the descent is easy and ra- 
pid; and it is by the readiug of books of 
this sort that the public are rendered fa- 
miliar with indelicacy aud prepared in im- 
agination for the perusal of works or ut- 
ter moral rottenness — like the novels of 
Dumas, Sue, James, and others, who fab- 
ricate mental pabulum out of the garbage 
and dregs of the most revolting phases of 
vice; who hue immortality in the colors of 
the rainbow, and sneer at virtue as cold, 
unenthusiastic, and ideally hateful. Give 
us the selection of the books which the 
public may read, and there is committed 
to our hands the moulding of al* ideas of 
morality upon which the public weal is 
based. No person sinks from purity to 
vice except by imperceptible degress, and 
that person has sunk several of those ne- 
cessary degrees, when he has persued — has 
stopped to persue, volumes of indelicate in- 
sinuation like this of which we are now 
speaking. Purity of language is the prin- 
cipal safeguard to purity of heart; and the 
evils which Ward, Billings, Kerr, Nasby, 
& Co., are working to public ear with cor- 
rupt English and indelicate and irreverent 
jest, is unsusceptible of ca'culation. We 
are ashamed — we blush for the public 
taste in that the publication »f nonsnnse 
of this sort is profitable to the publisher; 
and we blush for the English taste in that 
Uui -ort of literary garbage has been re- 
cently reproduced by our trans-atlantic 
cousins.

We have seen circulars written in the 
most plausible "manner, addressed with 
confidential injunctions, evincing a heart- 
felt interest in the welfare of those to 
whom they were sent. In some cases, 
hi< l;y lottery tickets are sent to parties, 
which it is shown, Have drawn fortunes, 
and all that is necessary for the person ad- 
dressed to receive this-, is to forward five 
or ten dollars. This is but one of the 
many designs by which honest men are 
made to support dishonest ones. News- 
papers should reiu-e to publish advertise- 
ments which are evidently attempts to de- 
fraud the public. This would lessen, to 
a considerable extent, the evil with which 
the country is afflicted. 

In consequence, the mails are filled with 
circulars, and newspapers are frequently 
made to present by specious advertise- 
ments, rare schemes and wouderful displays 
of generosity. That man who wished to 
confer a great benefit for the value of a 
few postage stamp-, and whose "Sands of 
life were ruuning out, has a few more left 
aud still follows his miserable calling. — 
Dealers in - one dollar watches." proprie- 
tors of "gift enterprizes,'" are preying up- 
on the industry of others, and living upon 
the hard earnings of the unsuspecting. 
Persons ignorant of the worlds' wicked 
ways arc easily deluded by these wicked 
schemers, and are taught lessons in expe- 
rience which it were well to heed. The 
paper to which we have refered states that 
in consequence of the general exposure of 
Nmh swindlers in northern states, they are 
loosing ground there, but are turning their 
attention to the South and West. To 
avert their operations, the press should 
1 t:ike up the subject and by determined and 
untiring vigilance expose the nefarious 
scheme* of those who would plunder our 
fellow citizens, and drive them from their 
wicked employment.

As the second State admitted under the 
Federal Constitution, Kentucky stands 
high in point of agricultural interests 
among her sister States of the great Watt. 
With a length of three hundred and eight 
miles from east to west, a breadth of one 
hundred and seventy-two miles, she has an 
area of 37.680 square miles, or 24.1 15. 
acres, thus constituting about one thirtieth 
of the whole surface of the United States. 
As an agricultural State. Kentucky ranks 
high. Her climate and her soil are unex- 
ceptionable. She is blest with mineral 
treasures of the rarest kind and in the rich- 
est profusion. As a stock-raising country 
she is far ahead of any of the Western 
States. Her social, moral and intellectual 
standard is high: and, though she has suf- 
fered from the internal commotions atten- 
dant upon the recent civil war, she will 
soon regain her lost ground, and rank high- 
er than ever. The present season, in re- 
gard to health and prosperity iu agricul- 
ture, has becu an exception, for the im- 
moderate rains of August and September 
will not only injure the crops, but will 
MM a great diminution in the salubrity 
of the climate. Under the prosperity of 
ordinary seasons Kentucky cannot but in- 
crease her agricultural wealth, and become 
the pioneer State of the great Mississippi 
basin. 

We propose to give a few agricultural 
statistics, taken from classified items trlean 
cd from the census bureau of 1 S*»ll, with 
a comparison of the agricultural condition 
at the present time, which, though not 
strictly reliable, will convey information 
of much interest to the reader.

lands, 1 1,511U)5:> acres. The largest num- 
ber of acres of improved hind under cul- 
tivation are in Bourbon county, being 176, 
1*1 G, and the smallest number in Jackson 
county, being acres. Of*unimpro- 

ved land. Harlan county gives the largest 
number, ill 1,051 acres, and Fayette coun- 
ty 1,003, which is the smallest number. — 
The cash valuation of these lands in 18G0 
was S'J'.M . I'.Mi. :».")."), of which Fayette coun- 
ty lands were the largest valuation, being 
§13,431,717, and Jackson county the small- 
est valuation, being 1255,526. The de- 
preciation of these lands since the close of 
the war has been estimated, from recent 
statistics, to be about 15 per cent, iu val- 
uation, which would make them valued at 
the present time about $270.000,0110.— 
The improved lands iu Bourbon county 
have not decreased in value, and are fully 
worth what the census of 1S0O repres, nt- 
them to be.

The total valuation of this live stock in 
1860 was $61,868,237 50. 

By reference to a schedule of returns 
made by assistant Marshals, not entered 
on the schedule* of the agricultural statis- 
tics of the State, we find the following ad- 
ditions: 

Asses aud mules, 18,427 ; horses, 61,209; 
cattle. 128.045; sheep. 66,161, and swine, 
234,255. Taking this addition of 509,097, 
with the list of 1060, amounting to4.57S.- 
5s2, and we have a total of 5,087,678, which 
should be the true number of live stock 
for the year ending 1860. But since the 
last census there has been the followiug 
estimated decrease in this live stock, caus- 
ed by the ravages of war and demand of 
stock for military use:

horses, 84,000; mules, 22,000, and cattle of 
all kinds, 178,000.

The first introduction of English cattle 
into the West was made by .Matthew Pat- 
ton into Kentucky, in 1704, from Virgin- 
ia, in 1900 John i'atton, son of Matthew, 
removed into Ohio, taking a portion of 
his stock with him. A lew remained iu 
Kentucky of the long-horn kind, but the 
people seemed afraid of them, and it was 
not until 1817 that Messrs. Sauuders, Zu- 
u'arden & Co. imported a drove of $ bulls, 
I* short-horns and 2 long-horns, aud 8 or 9 
cows of both breeds. The short-horn 
breed seemed to be the favorites of the 
people, and from 1832 to 1836 improved 
breeds of short-horns began to be intro- 
duced. Ayreshire, Devon and Hertford 
cattle have been largely introduced since, 
and the breed of pure and mixed cattle 
iu Kentucky cannot be excelled by any 
other Western State. The Kentucky stud 
of imported horses is too well known to 
require any comment, and the long-wooled 
Silesian, Cotswold and Merino sheep at 
her. agricultural fairs have taken the high- 
est premiums. The Cashmere goat has 
but recently beeu introduced into the State, 
aud they are raised successfully at Frank- 
fort, Bussellville, Paris aud Georgetown. 
Ou the blue-grass region of Kentucky may 
be seen at the present time as fine import- 
ed and native stock of all kinds as in any 
other section of the Union. 

OTHER STATISTICS. 

There are also a vast amount of manu- 
facturers at home, the valuation of the 
census of 1860 estimating them at 2,095, - 
578. Of these, Calloway county gives the 
largest amount, and Campbell the smallest. 
The number of animals slaughtered, such 
as hogs, sheep and cattle, amounts to 811,- 
§410,738, ■ large proportion of which is 
credited to the city of Louisville. Pork 
packing is becoming a large and increas- 
ing branch of business at the Falls City. 
Jefferson county represents the largest 
amount slaughtered, and Itowen the least. 
Several manufactories of agricultural im- 
plements have been started in this city. 
Christian county, during i860, had the 
largest capital invested in the manufacture 
of agricultural implements and machinery, 
which amounted to 8246,710, aud Jackson 
the smallest, being only 83,601.

Ex-Governor Letcher, of Virginia, de- 
livered an address at Lexington, Va., on 
the occasion of the reinauguration of the 
statue of Washington, at the Virginia 
Military Institute, in the course of which 
he said : 

The Southern people regard the ques- 
tion at issue as settled; and for ever settled. 
They accept the result and are prepared to 
abide by it in good faith. They pledge an 
honor that is untarnished, and when brave 
men and honest men give such a pledge, 
who can doubt their sincerity, and who can 
hesitate that their pledge will be redeem- 
ed to the letter? 

No government can endure which does 
not rest upon the affections of its people. 
A wise, just, tolerant, upright administra- 
tion of public affairs will win back the af- 
fections of the South and entwine them 
around the pillars that uphold the Union 
as the "clasping ivy" encircles the majes- 
tic oak. Kindness begets kindness — con- 
fidence inspires confidence — charity and 
tolerance generates love and affection. — 
Let all these ennobling virtues be cultivaj 
ted and encouraged. If the scenes of the 
last four years cannot be forgotten by 
either side, let them be, at least, forgiven, 
and passed by in solemn, dignified silence. 
I*et each side cease to remind the other of 
the disagreeable incidents that occured 
during that sad but eventful period. 

Let us then be of good cheer. Let no 
one be disheartened or discouraged. We 
must all do our duty in a faithful, inde- 
pendent and manly way, and then we may 
leasonably anticipate a bright and happy 
future for ourselves, our posterity and our 
country. 

It should be the policy of all to incul- 
cate a spirit of concord, and so act each 
to the other as to advance the common in- 
terest of all. We should do everything 
in our power to secure the prosperity of 
the nation, angment its wealth, develop its 
boundless mineral and other resources, 
arouse up its dormant energies, multiply 
its channels of intercommunication, encour- 
age agricultural, mechanical and manufac- 
turing industry. Thi6 is due to ourselves 
as well as those who are to come after us, 
and who look to us for the adoption of a 
policy that will place them before the 
world in the most advantageous position. 
Let us deal candidly, fairly, honestly, 
justly and charitably one with another, 
and then, kneeling around the altar of a 
common country, let a united prayer ascend 
to Heaven "God bless America."' 



The Power of Love. 

Not all the sentimental works /hat have 
been written, nor the love sick verses that 
have been run into rhyme, convey so ade- 
quate an idea of the power and influence of 
human love, as the little incidents of daily 
life presents.

In some cases the attempt to find manhood, 
is difficult, but energetic efforts is sure to 
conquer, and the power and presence of 
love shows that the man is not a brute. — 

Charles Dickens says: — "Away up a 
great many pairs of stairs, iu a very re- 
mote comer, easily passed by, there is a 
door, a^d on that door is written. • Wo- 
man.'" 

And Gough adds this comment, illustra- 
ted by a pleasing incident. 

• And so in the heart of the vilest out- 
cast, away up a great mauy pairs of stairs, 
in a remote comer, easiry passed by, there 
is a door upon which is written, "Man." 

Here is our business — to find that door. 
It may take a loug time; but begin and 
knock. Don t get tired; but remember 
God's long suffering for us; and keep 
knocking a long time if need be. Don t 
get weary if there is no answer, remember 
Hiui whose locks were wet with the dew. 
Knock on — just try it — you try it; and 
just so sure, by and by. will the tjuivcring 
lip and starting tear tell you you have been 
knocking at the heart of a man, and not, of 
a brute. It is because these poor wretches 
are men. and not brutes, that we have 
hopes of them. 

I ouee picked up a man in the market 
place. They said, -He is a brute— let him 
alone." I took him home with me, aud 
kept the "brute" fourteen day and nights 
through his delirium, and he nearly fright 
ened my wife out of her wits, one uight 
chasing her all about the house with a 
boot in his hand. But she recovered her 
wits, aud he recovered his. 

He said to me: "You wouldn't think I 
had a wife and child, would you?" 

"Well, I shouldn't." 

"I have, and God bless her little heart 
— my little Mary is as pretty a little thing 
as ever stepped," said the brute." 

I asked, "Where do you live?" 

"Two miles from here." 

"When did you see them last?" 

"Two years ago." 

Then he told me his sad story. I said, 
' You must go back again." 

"I can't go back. My wife is better 
without me, I have struck her, and kicked 
her, and abused her.
